Cauſe for him, let bim hew where Allien is to be found; or

nie a D:Rroyer; let them ſhow, Iſay, within all the Compaſs 

of Chriftendom (as it is called) or among ali that profcſs Chriftse 
anity, where that deſtroying Spirit is to be found that exceeds 
all others in deſtroying, if it be not among the Papifts, As 
for the Proteſtants (though they have too much tincture yet of 
that Spirit) yet they” have not committed ſuch Crueltics and 
Botche ies of Maſſacrees upon the Papifs as the Papiſts have 
ated upon them; neither have theyrmide ſuch Shambles of Pa- 
piſt's Fleſh and Blood, as the Papifts have made of theirs in their 
publick Cities and Towns, where they bave had Power, S0 
that neither in Way of Judicature, nor in the confuſed Tu- 
mults of Maſficrees have they done like the Papits, When 
did they ever act like that which was done in our Nation in 
Juen Marys Dayes, or like the Mafſacrees done in Ireland 
of later Years? not to mention the many cruel and bloody 
Miffacrees'in Forreign Nations. Now tell me, where muſt we 
find Apollon, but where the greateſt Deſtroyers be? and he is 
their King over them. If you can find out another beſides 
the Pope, or that Spirit which acts the Papiſis in ſuch Cruelties, 
Im willing to give Ear to it; but if yeucannor, then know 
by whom you are ated in ſuch things, and whoſe Example yau 
follow , whether Peter's or the Pope's, for they are not both 
alike, one holding forth Chriſts Example, the other a quite 
contrary, after which his Subjects walk, and therefore are 
they found ſo guilty of theſe things. For if he did hold forth 
the ſame Enſample as Peter did, his Followers would be like- 
minded; 2s it was and is with the true Diſciples of Chrift 
Jeſus our Lord, who, take him for an Example, none of them 
are Deſtroyers of Men's Lives for their Religion. 

5. One Difference more ſtill here appears between Peter and 
the Pepe, from theſe very Words of Peter before mentioned. 
The Pope hath made a 'Diſtintion among dis Belicyers, ou 
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ſome he calls Clergy, and ſome he calls Laity: The Flock or 
Body of bis Believers ke calls Laity, whereas Peter calls the 
Fleck that believed in Chriſt, and were to be fed and nou- 
riſhed with the Word of Life, Peter calls them eu,, or 2 
Clergy, that is Heritage or Lot, ſo be caks the Body of true 
Believers God's Lot or H:ritage, and the Pepe applies that. 2 
only to his Clergy who are in his Holy Orders (as he 2ccourts 
them) thus he hath caſt off the Form of Peter's ſenrd words, 
and hath taken vp another unſound Formef Words contrary 
to Peter of whom he boaſts, And; the Preteſt ante bi ve not yet 
reformed themſelves throughly in that particular, but they ſtih 
call their Prieſts or Teachers Clirgy, and the reſtLaity; as 
much as to ſay, the Common People. Thus as the Stare of the 
Popiſh Church 1s fallen from its Purity, fo their Language is 
alſo changed wich it, And fceing the Pope (who boafts of 
being Peter's Succeſſor) hath thus degenerated from the writ< 
ten Tradition of Peter; whet ſafe ground can any have to be- 
Heve him in thoſe he calls unwritten Tradition? 

Thus you may ſee what a vaſt Difference there is between 
Peter and the Pope, who pretends to deſcend from him. 1. Peter 
fed the Flock, and exhorted the Elders who were to be Biſhops 
over the Flock, to feed them. 2. Not to ſec K after filthy Lucre 3 
(as the Pope doth) 3. Not to Lord it over God's Heritage or "I 
Flock (as the Pope doth) 4, But to be good Enſamples to the * 
Flock (which the Pope is not) Such Biſhops as thefe Peter ap- 2 
pointed. And for any other ſort of Biſhops, as Univerſal 8 
Biſhop, or Lording Biſhop, there is no feoting in Ecripture - 
for ſuch a one, from any of the Writings of the Holy Apoftles 
and Servants of the Lord; but agzinſt them there is ſufficient 
Teſtimony of Scripture, as this of Peter, and that of Chrift 
him et before mentioned, Mat. 20. 25.26, It ſhali not be ſo 
271145 you, ſaith Chriſt, So alſo Paal, the firſt Planter. at 
Rum vine the Scriptures mentions, and the Lords choſen Vef- 
ſel, 1aith, 1 Cor. 8, 6, To us there is but one Lord, ſeſus Chriſt, -

Lale 9. 55, 56. But you ſee that the Myſtery of Iniquity is 
come for another End, even to deſtroy Men's Lives. So when 
Pater drew his Sword and cut of the Ear of Malcbu, Servant to 
the high Prieſt, Jeſus would not ſuffer it to paſs without heal- 
iag it again, and faith to Peter, = up thy Sword again into his 
place, for all that — Sword all periſh with the Sword, Mat.
